Establishment of forest camps 
at which “juvenile delinquents” 
would be supervised was urged 
by Martin J. Coughlin at the 
meeting of the Upland Lions 
club at noon yesterday. % 

He spoke highly of the. recent 
bill which permits justices of the 
peace being named “juvenile ref- 
erees” and he urged this meas- 
ure be maintained. Judge Coughlin 
spoke of the ‘outstanding work 
of Judge Fred H. Jacobs of Up- 
land in getting this measure ap- 
proved as a state law. 

More than 100 juvenile cases 
are filed with the county juvenile 
department each month and it 
is impossiblé for the investiga- 
tors to give each the necessary 
‘consideration, he said. A justice 
of the peace in each area, such 





as Judge. Jacobs is so situated ; 


that he can more properly make 
inspections,.and {administer pro- 
bations, according to the speaker. 

Many young law violators need 
24 hour supervision and if the 
parents are unable to provide 
this the only recourse at present 
is to assign the subjects to the 
over-crowded state school at 
Preston, the judge reported. He 
termed this school a “Junior San 
Quentin” and a “miniature peni- 
tentiary.” 

Judge Coughlin devotes. about 
a fourth of his time to juvenile 
cases and it was his urgent 
recommendation that an institu- 
tion be established in the moun- 
tain region to provide wholesome 
surroundings, work and constant 
supervision to the mcre severe 
cases. : 

Lack of supervision on the part 
of the parents is largely responsi- 
ble for juvenile cases, he said. 
Some parents have neither the 
time nor the ability to give this 
supervision, according to the of- 
ficial, who cited examples of 
youths getting into trouble be- 
cause of parental indifference. 

Judge Jacobs introduced the 
speaker and President Henry M. 
Busch presided. 

Ray woods was inducted as a 
member of the club by Past 
President C. Ernest Olson.
